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CONSTITUTION. 



Article I. This Association shall be known by the name of the Coosa 
River Baptist Association. 

Art. II. It shall be composed of well accredited messengers, appointed 
by regular Baptist churches, which are united in this union. 

Art. III. Its meetings shall be annual. 

Art. IV. Its officers shall be a Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer, who 
shall be elected by .ballot, or otherwise, at each session, and hold office till 
tneir successors are declared duly elected. Provided, that the non -election 
of Treasurer shall not interfere with organization. 

Art. V. The Association can not rule, but may advise the churches. 
But it has a full right \o reject the messengers of any church in order, in 
faith, or practice. 

Art. VI. Petitions for membership must be by letter and one or more 
messengers ; and the Association, in each case, is to judge on the question 
of reception. 

Art. VII. Each church of fifty members, or less, shall have three mes- 
sengers, and one messenger for each fitly or fractional number over fifty 

Art. VIII. This Association is in full sympathy with the spirit, and 
ready to correspond and co-operate with alfregular Missionary Baptist or- 
ganizations, for the spread of the gospel and the extension of the Redeem- 
er's kingdom on earth ; but a difference of opinion on these matters shall 
not necessarily involve the question ot fellowship. 

Art. IX. Churches composing this body will be expected to contribute 
to and sustain a contingent fund, which shall be deposited by the messen- 
gers at each annual meeting, with the Finance Committee ; and other con- 
tributions for benevolent purposes will be earnestly sought and fostered by 
the Association. 

Art. X. This Constitution, or any Article* may be amended or abolish- 
ed, at a regul ir meeting on the concurrence of a vote, by standing, of two- 
thirds of *he messengers present. Provided, such intended change is an- 
nounced by the Moderator at least six hours before the action is taken. 



RULES OF DECORUM. 



Rule 1. The Association shall be opened and closed with prayer. 

Rule 2. A Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the suffrages of the 
members present. 

Rule 3. The names of the members 6hall be called each day before 
proceeding to business, and no member shall absent himself from the Asso- 
ciation unless he have leave or be sick and unable to attend. 

Role 4. Visiting ministering brethren present shah be invited t.o seats in 
the Association. 

Rule 5. The Moderator shall preside over the Association, preserve or- 
der, and appoint all committees, with the sanction of the Association. 

Rule b\ The Moderator may speak in debate on any question, appoint- 
ing some other member to fill the chair temporarily, but shall not vote, .ex- 
cept in case of a tie. 

Rule 7. The Moderator shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Assosiation by an}' two members. 

Rule 8. Every member, when speaking shall rise from his seat, respect- 
fully address the Moderator, confine himself to the question before the 
body, and avoid personalties. 

Rule 9. A motion made must be seconded and stated by the Modera- 
tor btefore debating ; and every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
Moderator or auy member desire it. 
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Ruls 10. When a motion is stated by the Moderator, ?t is in possession 
of the Association, but may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before 
a decisionlor'amendment. - . . 

Rule 11. When a question is nvdcr debate, no motion shall be received 
except to lay on the table, postpone indefinitely, commit or amend ; which 
said motions shall have precedence in the order in wh-ch they are stated I ; 
but a motion to adjourn is always in order, except when a member is speak- 
ing or the body engaged in vot> ?g. 

Rule 12. AU questions except such as relate to the Constitution, the 
Rules of Decorum, or the reception or exclusion of churches, shall be de- 
cided by a majorify of the votes; in the excepted cases two-thirds are re- 

qU RuLKlS. Filling blanks with partscular numbers, the question shall 
Orst be taken on the highest number and longest time. 

Ruj e 14. When a motion has once been decided, a member voting with 

the majority may move for a reconsideration on any day during the session. 

Rule ltf. No speaker shall be interrupted, unless he be out of order, and 

no member shall speak more than twice on the same proposition without 

leave of the Association . 

Rule 16. No practice shall be allowed which has a tendency to inter- 
rupt speaking or the business of the Association. . 
Rule 17. The appellation if "Brother" shall be used by members m 

their addresses one to another. .^_ e -- « 

Rule 18. The Clerk shall read these rules at the opening of every ses- 
sion of the Association. &\Lc*A 
Rule 19. Any member violating these rules shall be reproved by Ine

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

The great design of State Mission work is to preach the gospel in desti- 
tute portions of the State, and to disseminate the doctrines held by us as a 
denomination, which we verily believe, are founded on the Word of" God, as 
it is given in the gospel of His Son. 

You remember mere is an old adage which savs, "Charity begins at 
home." Now if this be true, the State Mission should be the first to claim 
our attention. 

The great question to be solved in connection with the work is : How 
can we get each individual member of our churches interested in this work ? 
When this is done, the cry of poverty will be hushed. It is interest, not 
wealth, that is needed to induce the people to give. The objection offered 
by many of our people when the cause of missions is presented, is that the 
leaders in the work are paid large salaries, and the most of the money goes 
for high living and fine clothes. Now to overcome the prejudices thus 
formed, your committee would recommend that each.pastor explain to his 
congregation the amount of travel and work required of these brethren, and 
tell them just what salary is received by each one engaged in missionary 
work, which is indeed but a meagre sum compared with the labor demanded . 

We would also recommend that our brethren engaged in mission work 
cultivate sociability among the poorest and most ignorant of our people, 
and ever try to imitate the spirit of meekness and humility we recognize in 
our Master when he said : "Foxes have holes and the birds of the air have 
nests ; but the Son of Man hath not where to lay His head." 

The great work that has been done by the few engaged in the State Mis- 
sion cause, is plain proof that there have been great sacrifices somewhere. 

But we have had some reason to be encouraged. The work is prospering 
under the wise supervision of our earnest Secretary. The Board has had 
in its employ during the year forty-seven missionaries, and there is work for 
more, were the Board able to secure them . Respectfully submitted,

Committee on Home Missions reported: 

HOME MISSIONS. 

The work of the Home Mission Board for the past year, it as follows: 
Missionaries employed, 251; Baptisms, 3,928; Received by letter, 2,319; To- 
tal additions to Southern churches, 6,242; Sunday schools reported, 318; 
Teachers and pupils, 13^31; Churches constituted, 119; Houses of worship 
built, 62; The Board's expenditures for Misoions were, $86,827.05; Its 
missionaries raised for houses of worship built upon their fields of labor, 
$35,270.15; Total, $129,097.20. 
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This sum represents the actual work done for the Baptists of the South. 
Six thousand two hundred and forty two additions to our churches in one 
vear. 

This large harvest has been gathered in the field of the Home Board; 
which embraces the Southern States, Indian Territory and the Island of 
Cuba. From all parts of this wide field, we have the most encouraging 
reports. The greatest measure of success has been in Cuba. Two years 
ago, that Island though a foreign field, was turned over to the Home Board. 
Since then. Rev. J. Alberto Diaz, a native of Cuba, has been operating as a 
missionary there. In the last twelve months Brother Diaz has baptized 
340; and constituted seven churches; one in Havana, and the others in im- 
portant cities in the island. Six other native Cubans have been called of 
God to the work of the ministry, and are now preaching to the churches 
above mentioned. . 

The fields to which this boan? devotes its self grow wider every year. The 
vast tides of population coming to our towns, cities and southern country, 
make the duties and responsibilities of our Southern Baptists heavier and 
greater than ever before . And shall we not see to it, that the people who 
come to our new south, shall have the truth as we hold it, as the New Tes- 
tament holds it, "as the truth is in Christ Jesus." '-The history of South- 
ern Baptists depends in a large measure upon our home mission operations 
for the next ten years." 

We congratulate the Board in having secured the services ot Dr. J. Wm. 
Jones, of Richmond, Va., as assistant secretary. He, with his characterist- 
ic energy, is now in the field, and pressing forward this great work. An 
increase of 50 per cent on former receipts, will now be needed by the Board, 
to meet the enlarged demands- Let our contributions be equal to the de- 
mands. "Make a certain contribution for the poor saints which are at Je- 
rusalem," and in all our southern land. J. C. Wright,

Committee on Foreign Missions reported: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The committee on Foreign Missions offer the following report: 
The cause of Missions, both Home and Foreign, is God's own cause. 
Those words which fell from the Saviour's lips, "Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every creature," though spoken more than eigh- 
teen centuries ago. have lost none of their force, and Divine authority. But 
rather, as the ages of the past have come and gone, and we have become 
better acquainted with the condition of the perishing heathens, they become 
more intensified in their meaning, and more imperious in their demand. 
And it should be a matter of rejoicing with Christians, that God, in mercy, 
has now taken away, the great hindering cause which hitherto so much re- 
tarded the work of missions in foreign lands. And now, under treaty stip- 
ulations, the Gospel may be preached among all nations. 

The Southern Baptists, through their Board at Richmond, contributed 
during the last conventional year, to the cause of Foreign Missions, the sum 
of $87,830.53, which amount, though far less than it should have been, is 
nevertheless, $22,000 in excess of the previous year, Of this sum the Bap- 
tists of Alabama gave $4,692.26. This amount, though small indeed, is yet 
considerably more than the year before. Let us, dear brethren ask God for 
a spirit of greater Christian liberality that our contributions, in the future, 
may be still more and more abundant. ■. 

Our foreign missionary field includes Africa, Ghina, Italy, Brazil and 
Mexico, with 116 missionaries laboring in those countries. 
They report 52? baptisms with a total membership of 1,551. 



The Board asks the Baptists of Alabama, for $5,000 during the next en- 
suing year; and when we consider the number, and financial ability of our 
denomination, how small indeed is this amount. If all the membership of 
the churches would only pay ten cents each, the sum of $8,000.00 would be 
raised, and who so poor, whether old or young, male or female, as not able 
to raise that small amount. How many of our brethren could give a great 
deal more. 

What we so much need, is neither the will, nor the ability to give* but 
some well organized plan or system of giving, on the part of our people, so 
as to reach and enlist the entire masses in the work. 

In conclusion, the committee assume the position, as the field is the world, 
that the cause of Foreign Missions, in its importance, should have the pre- 
eminence of all other missionary work — that it lies at the foundation of eve- 
ry effort being put forth, to evangelize the world . 

But although so much has already been accomplished and so many sacri- 
fices made, how vast and arduous is the work yet to be done. How small 
a portion of the world has been won to Christ. In our imagination, in the 
exercise of faith, as we survey the mighty field, we behold countless millions 
of the human family, buried in sorrow and in sin, having no hope, and 
without God in the world. They have never heard of the name of Jesus, 
nor of his power to save. As they" are swiftly borne along on the current 
of time, they seem to call upon us tor help. They reach out their hand for 
the bread of life. They cry out to us, to send them the Gospel — to come 
over and help them. But we stand idle, and heed not the importunate cry. 
And as at last they approach the gate of death, with one look of unuttera- 
ble despair, they seem to reproach us for not having done our duty; and 
then the wide gate of destruction closes behind them as they pass th rough 
and they are lost forever. How fearful the mighty responsibility that rests 
upon us, as a Christian nation- JLet us, dear brethren, earnestly pray to 
God, to give us such a spirit of christian benvolence, as will enable us to 
come up to the full measure of dutj, in helping to send the Gospel to the 
ends of the earth. Your committee recommend "The Foreign Missionary 
Journal," as eminently worthy of the patronage of every Missionary Bap- 
t,st - Respectfully suDmitted.

The Committee on Education (Male and Female) reported. 

REPORT ON EDUCATION, (MALE AND FEMALE.) 

Never in the history of the world, has there been such a widespread de- 
mand, nor such a crying need for Education, as at the present day. 

The gigantic strides of civilization made during the 19th century, where- 
by the events of centuries are crowded into the space of an hour, and in 
which a man of 50 years of age is, perhaps, older in point of knowledge 
and events, than .the oldest of the patriarchs, it is a positive demand upon 
the age to equip early and soundly the mind, for the fearful strain of men- 
tal activity into which it is plunged, even before the a<e of maturity. But 
it is an acknowledged fact, that to develop and polish a mind, and' at the 
same time leave off the symmetrical finish of christian knowledge, is, in 
effect} to turn loose a fiend upon our society. 

So it obviously becomes the duty of all christian men to throw, as much, 
as within their power lies, the protecting aegis of Christianity, around the 
youth of our land, while in the formative period of their character. And 
just so much of the balance of power in this particular, as is held by the 
different denominations of christians, of this country, will, in a few years 
be the measure, as to human means, of the power and influence of the 
christian religion. 

We believe, in fact, that the evangelization of the world, hinges upon the 
free thought of America ; and Christianity, as has been the case, in the pro- 
gress of every other branch of civilization, must also radiate from these 
United States. But no State in the union has the power, as under the great 
compact of States, to give religious instruction, or even cast around its in - 
institutions, religious influences. Hence the imperative need of denomina- 
tional schools, whose duty it shall be to look well to the moral development 
heart education, if you please. 

The Jutlson Female Institute located at Marion, Ala., is the. pride of ev- 
ery Baptist heart. Surrounded as it is, -by the highest order of moral, intel- 
lectual and religious influences, no better place can be found for the devel- 
opment of young ladies. There is, perhaps, no institution of its kind in 
the South, enjoying a higher reputation, and we learn, that under the suc- 
cessful managementof Dr. Frazer, it has not only completed its buildings 
refurnished its dormitories, and possessed itself of the only pipe organ, ex - 
cept one. in any female seminary on the continent, but has some money to 
its credit. 

- The A. C. F. College at Tuscaloosa, also commends itself to our hearty 
cooperation and support, Howard College, so recently moved from Marion, 
and located at Birmingham as Howard University, should now be the espe- 
cial object of our attention. As is well known, it has just shaken off the 
shackles of others' forging, and stands now upon a broad, free, and inde- 
pendent basis. But it remains with the Baptists of Alabama, to say, 
whether Howard University 6hall go onward and upward from the impetus 
just given it, or whether it shall die, uncherished and neglected, in its luxu- 
riant cradle. 

A College can be run, as we have seen without an endowment, but it 
cannot prosper without cooporation. It certainly cannot move on without 
boy 8, and if those of us who wanted the College to remain at Marion or go 
to Anniston, withdraw our support, or even " rest upon our oars." How- 
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ard University will be but a name, and ■ nstead of a pride to us, and a bless- 
ing to the State, will rest a monumental stigma upon the Baptist denomina- 
tion of Alabama,. But we believe every Baptist in the State, is fully awake 
to the crisis through which our male educational interest is passing and we 
feel sure, that this Association will join hands with the Birmingham breth- 
ren, and all other brethren in the State, and by one grand united effort, lift 
our Institute to the full measuie of a University .

Young 
men 6tep out of it into the first pulpits of the country, fully qualified, not 
only for "fitly dividing the word of God," but for pastoral work — a de- 
mand of the age. It has been relieved of its financial embarrassments by 
the zeal and energy of Dr. Broadas, and the liberality of Louisville Bap- 
tists. We deem it brethren, one of the most important factors in advanc- 
ing our denominational work, and recommend it to your support and 
prayers.

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOL. 

The Sunday Schools, like every other organization, has under gone the 
test of criticism and stands triumphantly for the cause of Christ. It has 
assumed such relations to the church of Christ and enlarged itself to such 
proportions that it has become one of the leading agencies for the evange- 
lationof the world. Its advantages are such that the most poverty stricken 
may have full benefit of its teachings, and it is often the only source which 
many have of receiving early Biblical instruction. It is not usual that we 
depart from youthful training in maturer age. 

Habits, then formed follow us to the tomb, and bring either happiness or 
sorrow to the soul. 

But God in compassion for his people has given them precepts after pre- 
cepts in his word which if followed will lead to an eternal happiness. 
There is no organization, aside from the family, so happily suited for spir- 
itual guardianship as the Sunday School. 

There the young, middle-aged and old may learn of him who was sus- 
pended between earth and Heaven for their redemption 

The Sunday School is properly the Bible School of the church where 
gospel truths are expounded and the salvation of all who come within its 
reach is earnestly sought. No duty is more binding on parents, especially 
christian parents, than to see personally to the religious instruction of their 
children, and to avail themselves of all supplementary aid to home culture, 
such as the Sunday School so generously affords. It should be a place 
where ^persons of all ages and conditions can divise and execute for the 
building up of our common Zion ; where the faint and feeble christian 
may be spiritually strengthened. It should be encouraged and supported 
by the church, not by a few of her more zealous members only, but by the 
whole body. Then would Zion travel and bring forth an abundant har- 
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vest in due season. Froi all hearts, let fervent prayers assend for the out- 
pouring of God's blessing, upon this great work,
